This does 
not interest the youngsters born in 
1900 or those horn in lSiiO, but it is 
the most important fact disclosed by 
the vital statistics of the twelfth cen¬ 
sus. It shows that the average length 
of life in the United States is slowly 
but steadily increasing. Ten years ago 
the average length of life was thirty- 
one years, while tlie last census shows 
It to be thirty-two. This means—if 
the same rate of increase is maintain¬ 
ed—that tlie average length of life in 
the year 2000 will he forty-two years, 
and, incidentally of course, tlie num¬ 
ber of centenarians, as well as those 
who pass the scriptural milestone of 
threescore and ten, will tie greatly in¬ 
creased. While this advance of one 
year in length of life in a decade may 
strike the ordinary individual as very 
slow progress, if he will only keep iu 
mind the littleness of a century when 
it comes to measuring tlie age of the 
human race he will find himself grow¬ 
ing very skeptical as to whether such 
a rapid increase can be maintained.

NAVAL OFFICERS ARE TRUSTED. 

Valuables and Laree Sums of Money 

Given in Their Care. 

As a retired officer in the royal navy, 
let me say that up to within a very re¬ 
cent period our naval officers admitted¬ 
ly made very handsome sums by tak¬ 
ing charge of valuables when going 
from one port to another: indeed, tlicro 
arc officers who boast of having made 
more money by carrying vast sums iu 
securities or jewelry, for private per¬ 
sons introduced by friends, than they 
ever got out of the navy otherwise. 
And the same tiling is done nowadays, 
but absolutely as a disinterested favor, 
ami "under the rose" so far as offi¬ 
cers of to-day are concerned. 

I served under a captain who 
brought £300,000 in specie from Cadiz 
! to England, and only gave a note ol 
i hand for the receipt of the amount, but 
i I could tell you of scores of similar 
I cases which sltow that the faith ot 
j most foreigners is- so great in the in¬ 
tegrity of British naval officers that 
the former will intrust vast sums with 
tile latter without even any word of 
writing being exchanged. The China 
station used to be noted for the very 
large sums that could lie made by tak¬ 
ing charge of valuable belonging, to 
great native mandarins and statesmen, 
or conveying such valuable from point 
I to point. 

1 personally know of one case where 
a high Chinese official intrusted the 
captain of a British man-of-war with 
bar gold and securities worth more 
than a million sterling. Only a brief 
receipt on a half-sheet of paper was 
given, and the Chinaman could uot 
personally even rend this. 

Up to a comparatively recent date it 
was looked upon as no dereliction of 
duty whatever for a man-of-war to 
carry valuables that were not bulky 
for bankers and traders, and even 
down to junior officers the “perks” 
made in this way were most consid¬ 
erable. As a commander I made over 
£4,000 In this way on one station, and 
I never even gave a receipt for Hie 
valuables handed over to me. And 
quite a dozen different races of men 
are comprised within the number of 
examples I have seen of this unbound¬ 
ed faith in British officers.—Tit-Bits. 

WHERE HISTORY IS SILENT. 

Little Boy Wanted Information On 

an Important Point, 

The old story of a mother who, when 
site feared her boy was lost, recalled 
all his virtues, but on his being re¬ 
stored to her Immediately punished 
him soundly for running away, is re¬ 
peated with rather a different ending 
by the N'ew York Evening Post: 

He was but 4 years old, and was 
allowed to play on the street with 
other little tots who wqre as yet too 
young to go to school. His mother 
would frequently go to the front win¬ 
dow to see what he was doing.

The Migration to Town. 

T HE Increase of urban population at the expense or 
the rural population is commonly deplored, but a 
closer study of the character of tho depletion of 
country districts is desirable. Statistics in the gross 
tell us very little about the real nam - of the migra¬ 
tion from country to town. There are as many farmers in 
tho country as ever, the London Times contends, the per¬ 
sons that have gone from the rural districts to tlie cities 
being, in fact, not farmers or farm laborers, but mechanics 
who formerly produced locally what is now manufactured 
more cheaply at a few centers of Industry. "Seventy years 
ago,” says the Times, “country districts had to be self- 
sufficing to a far greater extent than at present. Com¬ 
munications were imperfect and many things had to be 
produced on the spot which are now more economically 
produced in urban centers and more cheaply delivered to 
the consumers. Therefore a large rural population which 
was never engaged in rural labor, but only in supplying 
those who were so engaged, is transferred to the towns. 
The transfer does not really argue any such general with¬ 
drawal of agricultural laborers from agricultural labor as 
is sometimes assumed and bewailed. To a considerable ex¬ 
tent it argues only wholesale instead of retail production, 
ami easy instead of difficult distribution. Machinery has 
invaded oven agriculture, and by increasing the efficiency 
of the individual hits enabled agricultural work to be done 
by a smaller number of hands.” 

There is another fact which militates against the com¬ 
mon view that agriculture is restricted by the desertion of 
agriculturists. Where agriculture is a prosperous business 
ttnd offers large rewards there seems to lie no lack of men 
to carry it on. flic rush tor Oklahoma a few years ago. 
like the present influx of farmers and laborers into Canada, 
shows that agriculture still attracts. In the South the 
towns have grown rapidly, but not. it appears, at (he ex¬ 
pense of the real farming population. The mechanics that 
served the local population may have left the country dis¬ 
tricts, but uot a large proportion of the tillers of the soil. 
No doubt the high wages offered by municipalities and by 
some manufacturers, together with the attraction of easier 
city life, bring many to town, but this movement has, per¬ 
haps, been exaggerated.—Baltimore Sun.

T HE decline in the death rate by consumption from 
2.54 per 1.600 in 1800 to 1.87 in loot) proves the sur¬ 
prising advance iu the success with which (be "white 
death" is now fought and conquered. Most of this 
change has been wrought by common sense meth¬ 
ods of treating site disease. Yet the figures in detail seem 
to demolish the theory of some extremists that climate lias 
little to do with cure.

GIVES A CONSTANT SUPPLY or PURE 
WATER.

The in¬ 
tention Is to utilize the waste steam 
from the teakettle, and the Invention, 
therefore, comprises a double reser¬ 
voir, having a receiver for the steam 
and a cold water chamber surrounding 
the condenser. A curved tube Is slip¬ 
ped over the spout of the kettle to 
conduct the steam into the condensing 
chahber, nnd as fast as the distilled 
water collects in this chamber it is 
drawn off for use or bottling. The 
cold water reservoir is filled from time 
to time, and has a faucet to feed the 
kettle through an opening In the tube 
which covers the spout. Thus the steam 
from the boiling water is constantly 
producing the distilled product, Instead 
of wasting itself In the air. 

CALIFORNIA PARTRIDGES. 

Raised Under a Bantam Hen and Look 
Like Bumblebees. 

The little hen partridge was far too 
timid to be trusted with her own eggs, 
for whenever in the least disturbed she 
would go booming off the nest,-the eggs 
in imminent danger of being crushed. 


So they were placed under a clucking 
bantam hen, who proved to be a most 
excellent mother. Tinier birds could 
hardly be imagined than the little part¬ 
ridges, which hatched in three weeks.

“The Methodist church to-day is no 
weaker, no less pious or less success¬ 
ful than the old.

church bells are not anti-Christian, 
and pianos are not devilish inven¬ 
tions as many of the fathers 
thought. This age is better than 
that Old time Methodism had great 
faith, but had credulity also. It had 
zeal and enthusiasm, but there were 
visions, and illuminations, and hys¬ 
terics. It had benevolence, but noth¬ 
ing equal to the benevolence of modern times. The originators of Methodism 
were scholars, but after Mr. Wesley passed away the standard was lowered, 
so that as late as 18155 a storm of protest was raised against the establish¬ 
ment of a literary and theological institute.

TRIBUNAL MEETS. 

cr» LTHOUGH The Hague tribunal was constituted only a little more 
than three years ago the rapid succession of events seems to have 
erased from the public mind a definite recollection of the manner of 
its creation. Revived Interest in The Hague court, by reason of the decision 
to refer to it the Venezuelan dispute, makes It desirable to repeat the story 
of Its birth. The United States and Mexico have tbe honor of being the first 
nations to refer a dispute to the international court, the same being the 
Pious fund case, decided In favor of the United States last July. It Is worth 
remarking in this connection that Baron d’Estournelles, one of the French 
delegates to the convention that created the court, declares that but for the 
course of the United States It would have expired of neglect. 

The Hague court was the chief result of the remarkable conference of 
the powers at The Hague In the spring and summer of 1899, a conferen*fe 
brought about by the momentous proposal Issued to the nations of the world 
by the Czar of Russia, Aug. 24, 1898. The conference agreed upon a con¬ 
vention for the pacific settlement of international disputes, a convention re¬ 
garding the laws and customs of war by land, a convention, for the adapta¬ 
tion to maritime warfare of the Geneva convention and three declarations 
regarding the use of balloons, expanding bullets anil explosive projectiles 
carrying poisonous gases. 

The conference resolved that military budgets ought to he reduced, and 
formulated six wishes regarding international relations. The convention’s 
declarations were In no case signed by representatives of all the powers at 
The Hague, but ultimately the arbitration agreement was signed by every 
one of the powers represented, including the United States and Mexico. 

The permanent court of arbitration consist of four representatives of each 
signatory power, though different nations may appoint the same persons and 
its permanent office Is at The Hague. Its administrative council consists of 
the ministers of the powers at The Hague and of the Netherland minister for 
foreign affairs, who Is president. It Is charged with general direction of the 
affairs of the court. The expenses of the court are ruet by all the signatory 
nations. 

When nations desire to settle a dispute by appeal to this court they ap¬ 
point five arbitrators from the list of arbitrators made up as described above. 
Failing direct agreement each nation appoints two arbitrators; these to 
choose an umpire. If they cannot agree on an umpire, the choice is left to 
a third power, and in event of failure then to get an acceptable umpire, each 
party names a power which, acting with the power named by the other party, 
shall choose the umpire. When the tribunal has thus been composed the 
parties notify the bureau of the court, and the tribunal assembles at The 
Hague on the date fixed by the parties. 

While appeal to the court is voluntary, the understanding Is that each 
pnrty agrees to accept the decision as binding and final, except that If It Is 
so stated in the arbitration agreement a revision of the award may be de¬ 
manded on the discovery of new evidence “calculated to exercise a decisive 
Influence on the award.” The arbitral procedure is laid down In the con¬ 
vention with great detail. Decisions of the court will be promulgated In much 
the same way as the decisions of ordinary courts, all of the administrative 
machinery, except the physical power of enforcement of decrees being pro¬ 
vided. 


Primitive Sleds. 

From history we learn that the boys* 
In the time of George III. coasted on 
sleds made of a small board, with 
beef bones as runners. But these drop 
ped out of sight when an inventive gen¬ 
ius built one out of a barrel stave, for 
his invention was extensively copied 
The barrel staves were called “Jump 
ers” and “skippers” and were made of 
a single barrel stave of moderate width, 
to which was nailed a twelve inch seat 
post about amidships. A piece of bar¬ 
rel head constituted the seat. To navi 
gate this craft required no little skill, 
the revolutions performed by the rider 
while “gettin' the hang of the dented 
old thing” being akin to the antics of 
a tenderfoot on a bucking broncho. A 
more stable and docile jumper was 
made by fastening two or three staves 
side by side, but these were not con¬ 
sidered as fast travelers as the single 
staves.—Outing.

Mrs. Fremont, who died at Los An¬ 
geles, Cal., recently, at the age of 79, 
shared her husband's fame during bis 
lifetime. She was a belle at Washing¬ 
ton at 14, and was only 10 when she 
eloped with Lieutenant Fremont. “The 
Pathfinder” probably would never have 
made his most famous exploration trip 
—that to the Pacific coast—had not his 
wife, instead of sending him the recall 
issued from Washington through the 
efforts of meu jealous of him, warned 
him to start at once and get out of 
reach of orders. On that expedition lie 
reached the Pacific coast and opened 
the great territory intervening between 
It and the Mississippi Valley. Mrs. 
Fremont set out to join him by way of 
Panama in 1848. The trip was a great 
hardship, but she did not complain. 
Following her arrival, she aided her 
husband materially In bringing Califor¬ 
nia Into the Union as a free State. 

Returning to Washington when her 
husband was made the first Senator 
from the new State, she renewed old 
friendships and made many acquaint¬ 
ances, who became strong friends In 
after life. When General Fremont had 
been defeated for the Presidency Mrs. 
Fremont accompanied him to Europe, 
where they were received at many of 
the European courts and great honor 
paid them. 

After the death of her husband Mrs. 
Fremont made her home in Los An¬ 
geles, where she was presented a home 
by the women of California. While she 
always was busy she found time to 
write of some of her experiences. Mrs. 
Fremont was engaged on her biography 
when she died. She had enjoyed ex¬ 
cellent health until last summer, when 
she fell and broke a hip. Her health 
then steadily began to decline. 

Mrs. Fremont was a remarkable 
woman, to whom the territory west of 
the Mississippi River owes more than 
to any other person perhaps in the 
country. By withholding the dispatch 
ordering her husband to abandon his 
j expedition to the Pacific coast she

From this we 
learn that Captian William Kidd,, who 
was hanged at Execution Dock In 1701, 
never killed anybody but his own gun¬ 
ner, whose skull he crushed with a 
bucket. According to “The General 
History of the Pyrates,” published by 
Captain Charles Johnson In 1724, his 
greatest booty amounted to about £8,- 
(XX). Captain Edward Teach, otherwise 
Blackbeard, the Bristol privateersman, 
who sailed from New Providence as a 
pirate in 1717, ‘‘stands par excellent 
(sic) in an unique personalty of his 
own.” Here Is his description: "His 
beard was black, which he suffered 
to grow of an extravagant length; as 
to breadth. It came up to his eyes. He 
was accustomed to twist it with rib¬ 
bons in small tails, after the manner 
of our Ramiilies wigs, and turn them 
about bis ears. In time of action he 
wore a sling over his shoulders with 
three braqe of pistols banging In hol¬ 
sters like bandoleers, and stuck llght-

write “Robinson Orusoe.” But he had 
to pay dearly for the lesson, three 
times In the pillory, 200 marks fine ud 
Imprisonment. 

Then Rev. Mr. Lawrence, having 
called George I. a usurper, was fined 
£500, Imprisoned three years, whipped 
twice and stripped of his gown. To 
say nothing of Thomas Paine and oth¬ 
er “martyrs,” the record brings us to 
John Wilkes. Nor can the Times for¬ 
get that its founder, Mr. Walter, was 
Imprisoned for alleged libels against 
three royal dukes. And the soldier 
has a reason to remember with grati¬ 
tude William Cobbett, who was fined
